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i. In Iate April and early May 1950 the Polish Politbureau, in a secret 
meeting at which Marshal. Rokossovski was present, approved a ney 
name and a ney state symbol for Poland. Rseczpospolite Polska, the 
nine by which the country has been known for more then 500 years, 
will ba veplaced by Polska Ramiblicka Iudowa (Polish People's Remublic). 
The white eagle, the state synbol of Poland since 960 A. D., will give 
way to the hammer and sickle. A public announcement of the change 
will be mads by the Polish parliament (Sejm) in the fall of 1950. 


2, Eerky in June 1950 a new administrative division of Poland was made 
by which three new provinces (Vojeuodztwo) were created. They are: 
Wojewodztwo Koszalinskie, with its capital at Koszalin (Keeslin); 
Wojewodztwo Ziclonogorskie, with its capital at Ziolona Gora (Gruenberg); 
Yojewodztwo Opolstie, with its capital at Opele (Oppeln). The now 
province of Koszalin is on the coast and comprises 12 districts, six of 
which were formerly part of the province of Sszezecin, four a part of 
the province of Gdansk and tuo part of the province of. Bydgoszcz 
(Brombare). The other tuo provinees are located in Silesia and ave 
composed of parts of the provinces of Katowice, Wroclaw and Poznan. 


3. Under the old provincial administration system there was a director 
(wojewode) for each province, who was in charge of administration 
oniy, and a director (starost.) for each district in the province, 
Since the recent change in land administration, the director of all 
state offices in each province (Przevodniczacy Yojewodalilej Rady 
Narodowej - PURN) controls a31 province functions including education, 
justice, prisons, and possibly the '.0.P., the KB and the U.B. 


25X1A ME ore: Heretofore the provinces varied preatly in size 
and population, some enbrasing lerge, sparsely populated sections and 
others, small, thickly settled areas. The new division will oqualize 
the size of the provinces and the populations which each province 
controls. 
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
